This constaut iteration will , ii is be- 
lieved, find ample justification in the 
importance of the principle under dis- 
cussion. In so far aH BritiNh Columbia 
ia concerned, the question has been 
reduced to a very simplo proposition: 
Thoro is tho Local or Provincial Par- 
liament, to which tho electors Bend 
twenty-five representatives. Thoro is 
tho Federal House of Commons, to 
Tvliioh they are entitled to send six. 
Fivo of tho former have been seized 
with an uncontrolable desire to #o to 
Ottawa,— to perform tho physical im- 
possibility of sitting in two Houses di- 
vided bya continent, whenit is morally 
certain that these two Houses must 
bo in session at tho samo time; — to do 
that which wo have the highest author- 
ity for pronouncing impossible in an- 
other senso, to servo two masters. It 
is scarcely worth while to enquire into 
the motives that have prompted (his 
foolish desire. It is sufficient to know 
that it is foolish, and that tho conse- 
quences of indulging it must prove de- 
trimental to tho best interests of the 
country at the most critical period of 
its existence, — when the germs of great- 
ness, the Interests which umlerly future 
destiny are in tho tender bud. Let us 
come to the consideration of this 
subject in an honest and prac- 
tical spirit, and look at it square in 
the face -without the spectacles of politi- 
cal party or personal predilection. Some 
of the victims of this mistaken ambition 
have at length been brought sufficiently 
to realize the drift of public opinion 
and tho awkwardness of their own posi- 
tion to promise imconditional and im- 
mediate surrender of their seats in the 
Local Legislature in tho event of being 
elected to the House of Commons. In 
tho case of such as have been brought to 
this point, it only remains for tho elec- 
tors to bo satisfied that the pledgo will 
be kept. And we confess that there 
does not appear to be ground for ap- 
prehension on thatscoro. It is scarcely 
conceivablo that any man would be 
guilty of attempting to wriggle out of 
suck a'pledgo and set public opinion 
and common decency at utter defiance 
by attempting to bold on to both scats. 
Moro than this pledgo thero will be no 
desire to exact. Mr Costigan's Bill, 
passed duriuglast session of tho Federal 
Parliament, makes resignation of a local 
seat a condition precedent to becoming 
a caadidate. But that Bill does not 
apply to British Columbia at present; 
and wo do not believe that thoro will bo 
any desire on tho part of tho electors 
gonerally to enforce such a condition 
at tho impending election. They will, 
wo daresay, bo willing that the candi- 
date shall retain the "birdin tho hand" 
until such time as lie shall have caught 
the "bird in tho bush." It is, however, 
"with a different case that we wish more 
particularly to deal at the present time. 
Thero are those "in the field" who aro 
endoavoiing to put the electors oil' 
with promises in tho honesty of which 
it seems impossible to believe. They 
say, 'Tn the event of being elected to 
tho Commons, I will resign my seat in 
the Local Legislature, IF it should be 
found that both Houses will moot at 
the same time, and IF my constituents 
desire it." Now, such a promise there 
need bo no hesitation in designating as 
a "double shuffle"— a piece of arrant 
knavery. Any man who really thinks 
that it is possible for him to attend to 
both sessions is too stupid to send to 
Ottawa. Any man who, knowing right 
well that he cannot fill both seats, yet 
would attempt to grasp both under 
such miserable stibterfugo, is by far too 
dishonest to send to Ottawa. Tho elec- 
tors of Saanich mot this illusory proposi- 
tion as it deserved. They raised their 
eyebrows, gavo an incredulous smilo, and 
said what, in more polite phraseology, am- 
ounted to 

I'm a younp: man from thn country, 
nut ytm can't come ortr mo. 

Glib-tongued politicians will try to 
wheedle electors into the belief that they 
ran represent them both hero and at Ot- 
tawa; but sensible men will not bo caught 
by such chaff. And, besides, why thrust 
tho double duty upon one roan ? The 
very proposition to monopolize the two 
seats, even if it were nota physical im- 

fossibility, savors too much of egotism, 
t is an implied libel upon tho community 
—an intimation that thero is a scarcity of 
brains in British Columbia. "Wo contend 
now, as wo have always contended, that 
thero aro plenty of men capable of filling 
these positions with credit to themselves 
and advantage to the country, — men 
quite ns capable in every respect 
as those who fill them now. Such men 
should bo brought to tho front and their 
brains utilized. Tho country needs them 
now. She will never need them moro. 
Evorv one of tho twenty-five local seats 
should bo filled by men who can and will 
give due and undivided attention to the 
important duties tborounto appertaining; 
and so, likewise, with tho six Federal 
coats. "Why should they bo half filled by 
men in no respect fitter than scores who 
aro willing to sorvo their country ? Let 
the electors in evory constituency in which 
this dual ovil has cropr--"'. up take a firm 
ntand and stamp it out .vt once. Lot them 
exact a distinct and unequivocal plodge, — 
"Aye or No, will you resign your local 
scat, if elected to the Oommons 1 " Tho 
electors hove tho remedy in their own 
hands now. Lot them boo to it that they 
nro not. inveigled out of it by speoious but 
illusory promises.

Gentlemen:— Having receivod a most 
numerously Bigncd requisition rtslting mo 
to allow myself to lm jmt in nomination uL 
tbo oloction for mombors of tho House of 
Commons, I cordially accedo to tlio re- 
quest hihI now offer myself ns a candidate 
for re-election.

and of making Esquimau and Victoria, 
tlio Torminus of tlio Canadian Pacific 
Railroad. Tt is, therefore, gratifying to 
mo to bo able to .state, as it will bo. sa- 
tisfactory for you to learn, that in theso 
matters my efforts have proved entirely 
successful; and further, that several Fe- 
deral Laws unsuited to British Columbia 
were, through my representations, not ap- 
plied to this Province. 

Although thoroughly convinced that 
tho Dominion Government will un- 
doubtedly faithfully fulfil their .part 
of tho Tonus of Confederation to tho 
fullest extent and otherwise aid, by 
all legitimate means, tho endeavors of the

ENTHUSIASTIC GATHERING AT THE ALHAMBRA 1 

Speeches by Homy Nathan and Hon. Dr. 
Holuuvkoii. 

"WK'BE UIiAl) TO SKi; VOI, HOY!" 

Last evening Adhambra Hull was dense- 
ly pocked by the largest anil most iuflu 
ontial body (if citizens who have booi 
drawn together duriug^tho present cam 
paign. The meeting assembled for tin 
purpose of hearing an address from Mr 
Henry Nathan, who is a candidate for re 
election to the Honse of Commons fron 
this District. The enthusiasm and inter- 
est manifested were very groat. Amongst 
the gentlemen on the platform were Hon. 
Dr. •Helmckon. Mr. Eli Harrison. Ciipt. 
Cooper, Mr. R. E. Jackson, Mr. Robert 
Plummer, Mr. T. L. Stahlsehmidt, Tir. T.. 
Oorrie, Mr. Henry Courtney and others 

Mr. Pliuniner proposed that His Wor- 
ship the Mayor should take the Chair, 
-which was carried, and Mr. R.E. Jackson 
-was appointed Secretary. His Worship 
thou introduced 

MB. UENRY NATHAN, 

Who was received with prolonged cheer- 
ing. Mr. Nathan thanked the people for 
their numerous attendance, especially as 
they must be wearied of political meetings 
—tins being the third within a week; lie 
did rfbt, however, intend to address them 
at any very great length, but simply to 
givo them an account of his proceedings 
as their Representative. Last November, 
immediately after election, ho left with 
the intention of going home to England, 
whero he had not been for 12 years ;1 mt on 
his arrival in Canada he found that many 
matters connected with the Province re- 
quired looking after before the meeting of 
the- House, as when tho Parliament is in 
session the Ministers are all t^ busy to 
attend to Provincial requirements. Ho 
arrived at Ottawa on the 20th of January, 
tho last day tho Dominion Board of Trade 
was injsossion; but he met a number of the 
chiof Ministers of the Board, also several 
of the members at a dinner Riven that 
evening by tho Hon. Peter Mitchell. The 
members of tho Board expressed regret 
that ho had not arrived in time to take 
part in their proceedings, and hoped Bri- 
tish Columbia would not allow another 
year to pass without being represented. 
There are many laws and subjects con- 
nected with the Customs and other mat- 
ters of a mercantile nature which need 
amending. The Ministry are nut inclined 
to make special legislation for this or any 
other Province; but it' tho Chamber of 
Commerce bo reorganized and our repre- 
sentations lie sent in to the Dominion 
Board of Trade, since they would bo of 
a nature beneficial to tho commerce of 
iho whole Dominion, he had not the least 
doubt but that they would bo favorably 
entertained by the Board, and any re- 
commendation from so influential a body 
as that could not fail of receiving the at- 
tention the importance of the subject de- 
manded, our chances of success being 
thereby proportionately increased. Dur- 
ing tho evening I had tho opportunity of 
asking one of the most prominent Minis- 
ters if the Washington Treaty were pass- 
ed whether British Columbia would bo 
included in its provisions. He replied 
that in his opinion it would. And the 
opinion is still held. The next two 
days was passed in making tho ac- 
quaintance of the Cabinet. On tho 23rd 
of January, he made his first oflicia] re- 
quests: That Victoria harbor should be 
dredged; that tho Postal Service should 
bo placed an a satisfactory basis; that a

suitable Post Ollico Bliouid 
and that a man-of-war for Dominioi put 
poses should bo placed on tho const 
Three out of four of these were favorabl; 
considered. As yon arc aware tho sum e 
$10,000 has been ordered for the dredge 
and scow, and the further sum of S15,D(I 
will be expended annually until tho w ir 
is completed. With respect to the second 
tho Chief Inspector of Post-Offices i 
amongst you rende ring satisfactory ser- 
tnoe both to the Province and the Domin- 
ion, A sum necessary for tho erection of 
the Post-OIHce was placed on the Esti- 
mates. Tim Dominion man-of-war was 
for a time deferred, but without doubt 

will soon bo pla 1 on our coast, ft 

must not bo supposed that the mere writ- 
ing of these letters gained tho object 
sought. It took sovoral weeks before 
some of them were favorably considered. 
On the 30th of January he made further 
application respecting a Custom House on 
tho water-side apart from the Posl-O (rice; 
a]) plication for a lighthouse on Cape licalc 
and two morn nn the Gulf of Georgia; ap- 
plications to defer extending to this Pro- 
vince the Fishery and Currency Laws 
(cheers). As delay would have occurred 
had I persisted in my attempt to have tho 
Onstom House built apart from the Post 
Ollico, I reluctantly consented to its be- 
ing built, in connection with the Post-Of- 
floe. The application for tho Oape Boalo 
lighthouse was granted and tho other two 
promisod next year. The Fishery and 
Currency Laws were, according to my re- 
quest, not oxtendad to this Province, since 
.they were unsuited to our requirements. 
'JCho enforcement of tho Fishery Laws 
•would have causod an Indian war, as In- 
dians would only bo allowed to take sal- 
mon at certain seasons of tho 
and then only under cor- 
l'roslricl ions. The ourronoylaws plac- 
vory heavy discount on American 
which could not hut, bo dotri- 
to our trutlo. Other matters con- 



nected with our Courts and Hospital wore 
also attended to. it was a matter of regret 
to him that these works bad not been al- 
ready commenced. Before leaving Otta- 
wa for homo ho urged the importance 
of their commencement during ho pro- 
sent year, and the Ministers hud promis- 
to do so. On his arrival hero lie found 
much discontent, manifest in consequence 
of the delay and ho wrote to the Minister 
concerning it on the 25th of July last; and 
either thin or the next mail ho expected 
orders would arrive for their commence- 
ment. (Cheers.) From the day of his 
election ho never lost sight of tho neces- 
sity of commencing as quickly as possible 
the Dry Dock at Esquimalt and making 
that place the terminus of the Canadian 
Paciho Railway. With respect to tho lirst, 
after many representations he was now in 
a position to state — and only since hi.s re- 
turn to tho Province — that negotiations 
were now going on that would insure the 
commencement of that important work 
next year, either by a Company (of which 
he has grave doubts) or by Dominion 
and Provincial aid, or by Dominion aid 
alone. Tho second of those alternatives 
was most likely to be adopted. (Cheers.) 
On every occasion, both public and pri- 
vate, ho had made tho parties interested 
in its comstruction aware of the superior 
advantage , of Esquimalt, which advanta- 
ges are well known to you. (Hear.) These 
and other considerations had their due 
weight and those under whoso control the 
scheme was launched made up their 
minds that Esquimalt, if found practica- 
ble, should bo tho Terminus, or, at all 
events, connected by rail and forry 
with the terminus on tho Mainland, so 
that virtually it would amount to t he same 
though less satisfactory than by one un- 
broken route, (Cheers.) Ho did not 
claim that this was entirely due to his 
oflforts; but tho superior natural advanta- 
ges of Esquimalt demanded that, the ter- 
minus should be there. After waiting 
several weeks at Ottawa and finding that 
his requests were acceded to, ho wont to 
Montreal, where he identified himself with 
the scheme of Sir Hugh Allan for tho 
building of the Pacific Railway , and he was 
now one of tho Provisional Directors. 
Two Companies have been granted char- 
ters to build the Railroad, power being 
vested in the Government to make arrange- 
ments with them or another Company. 
Both chartered companies are highly re- 
spectable, Sir Hugh Allan having depen- 
dent upon the enterprises which ho 
controls 14,000 people. Under these cir- 
cumstances, ^whichever company may get 
the charter, the preponderance of power 
will bo in the hands of tho members of 
the Allan Company (Croat, cheering.) 
When in Montreal he attended a public 
dinner given by the Hon. Peter Mitchell, 
at which the most prominent men of that 
eit v were present. On that occasion he 
t ook tho opportunity of speaking on bo- 
half of tin 1 people of British Columbia — 
in fact, a day did not pass in which he 
did not tako occasion to advertise the Pro- 
vince, its resources and advantages. He 
also endeavored to induce tho Allan Com- 
pany to place on tho route between this 
port and San Francisco vessels superior to 
those that wo now have. (Cheers and cry 
"Pour miles an hour.") That endeavor 
was unsuccessful, but an intimation was 
given that before long, in connection with 
that line, steamers would bo placed on 
this coast (Cheers.) The meeting of Par- 
liament was on tho 11t h of April, when tho 
Governor General delivered tho speech 
from the Throne, and on the followingday 
he (Mr. Nathan) moved tho reply. A few- 
bills passed in which British Columbia 
was interested, and as they were passed 
he telegraphed tho information. The 
House consists of '200 members. The 
speaking is confined to a few — the Minis- 
ters have their speakers, the Opposition 
theirs. When a point has to bo gained 
the only way to insure success is to make 
application to the Ministry. If it be h 
question of money it, should bo made be- 
fore the meeting of the House and before 
the estimates are framed, if the assent 
of the Ministry isobtained.tospeakon that 
subject is unnecessary; and according to 
the ( ''institution of tho country no money 
vote can originate with the House. 
(Cheers.) Little advantage could be de- 
rived from discussing the Tormsof Con- 
federation. They hud and would prove 
beneficial to us; but the Dominion reaps 
no small advantage from having a Pacific 
seaboard, and tho amount she will get 
from us will be annually increasing. Of 
the mx hundred and odd thousand dol- 
lars she expends hero Canada gets back 
upwards of $300,000, which, our popula- 
tion being (Ixod for tho next ten years at 
Ciijiiii), is §ij per head instead of 8(10. The 
chances are that Canada may receive from 
tho Customs more than sho now spends, 
still without the building of the Railway 
the Province might languish for many, 
years. The advantages gained are mu- 
tual. It was a fair and just bargain and 
the Ministry without doubt will further 
aid and assist us as occasion requires. 
(Cheers.) Finding tint the operations of 
the survey were directed to tho route of 
the Fraser, -Mr. Nathan said that ho re- 
commended the coast route should 
receive attention with a view to as- 
certaining tho bosl line, and bo was hap- 
py to say that tho Bute inlet route was 
now being thoroughly explored (Prolong- 
ed cheering.) As by the Terms of Union 
the Province is precluded from dealing 
with its iands, otherwise than by pro-em p- 
tion, ho represented this difficulty to the 
Ministry, and received intimation that, if 
Provincial application were made certain 
sections would bo thrown open for sale. 
(Cheers.) His past oxperienco was 
that, to do this Province justice, 
nearly a moinber'fi entire time must bo do- 
voted to the interests of the public, the 
distance' to Ottawa being so great and we 
being so little known. As ho, however, 
does not occupy a seat in thoLooal House 
and being free from business occupation, 
he intended, if elected, (which from the 
nearly unanimous mippov". ho had boon

When order was in a mea- 
sure obtained the doctor said that a short 
timo ago he had recommended Henry 
Nathan for their votes and he now felt 
proud to find that Mr. Nathan had receiv- 
ed so many promises of support that he 
needed no recommendation from him. 
(Cheers.) Mr. Nathan has worked faith- 
fully for his constituents ami from this 
time forward Henry Nathan is a rising 
man in this Province. (Cheers.) I shall 
follow his example. (A Voico — He'd 
better follow yours, doctor.J Oh ! I am 
an extinct volcano, nn unused crater. In 
fact i feel that he is now my master. 
(Hoars of laughter.) He hit on the right 
plan to leave the Provinoo early. (Cheers.) 
Ho found tho advantage of having 
only ono seat, because ifjlie had stop- 
ped till the last moment and then deserted 
his constituents, (sensation.) there would 
have been very little on the Estimates for 
British Columbia. (Cheers.) I have 
quit polities, but I fool to-night as if I'd 
like to go back into them again. (Laugh- 
ter.) The people must not wait to havo 
things done for them. In order to 1)0 
prosperous they must learn to help them- 
selves, That is the only wav to niako us 
prosperous. What is $100,000 when di- 
vided among the people of this Province? 
Nothing ! Wo must leurn to depend upon 
ourselves. With our small population it 
is hardly possible to enter very largely 
into industrial pursuits; but they might 
bo stimulated and increased by exertion. 
A great ileal has boon said about immi- 
gration. I believe that what this country 
wants is population —agricultural popula- 
tion. (Cheers.) The land should bo 
cultivated and wo have plonty of good 
land to support a very large population 
while the prices of products are excellent. 
We want a largo agricultural population 
to supply the workmen on the Railway. 
If we don't do it, the chief benefit from tho 
expenditure of the money will bo reuped 
by people abroad. (Cheers.) The money 
received from Canada will not reduce tax- 
ation. Municipal works, such as roads, 
etc.. must be paid for by us. If you think 
they are going to lie done for you, you are 
mightily mistaken. (Laughter.) We 
have got to branch out and build roads 
and bridges, and have got to bo taxed to 
pay for them. i believe the Local 
Government did wrong in abolishing 
certain taxes and they will have 
to set about fresh taxation before the end 
of tho year. What does it matter, if the 
money is expended in making the country 
prosperous V but, mind, it mustn't bo 
spont on officials. (Hear and laughter). 
We want a high rate of taxation and lots 
of public works going on. I know this is 
unpopular; but, you know, I don't care 
about being popular now (laughter). 
Something had been said about the steam- 
ship to San Francisco (A voice — That old 
tub). Some one called her "four knots 
an hour,'' (laughter) but if sho had got 
in, some of you would not havo boon here. 
I hope Mr. Nathan will urgo on the Min- 
istry at Ottawa the necessity of a daily- 
lino of steamers with Puget Sound. 
(Cheers). So far as the 1'rinco Alfred is 
concerned Canada was compelled to ac- 
cept heras none otherofFored. Wo haven't 
really got Confederation yet. (Laughter). 
No, and you won't get it until you get the 
Railway. When that is commenced the 
real good wilt bo folt. Without the railway 
Confederation would have been nothing. 
(Cheers.) I have not the slightest inten- 
tion of asking this meeting to pass a vote 
of confidence in Mr. Nathan or to endorse 
him, because I know that tho hearts of 
the people of this district, from ono end 
to the other, are in favor of him. (Pro- 
longed tdieering.) 1 shall not seek to in- 
dlleneo tho people in his behalf, it would 
be useless, because everyone is in favor of 
him. (Cheers.) The honorable gentleman 
alluded to the influential gentlemen with 
whom Mr. Nathan is associated in tho 
Railway Company and his popularity 
with the ladies, and said that the man who 
could utter soft words to tl»o one and 
hard facts to the other was tho man for 
Gal way! 

Dr. Helmoken retired amidst the wild- 
est enthusiasm and nine hearty cheers for 
Nathan and Holmcken. 

Mr. Eli Harrison moved a vote of 
thanks t.i the .Mayor, which was carried 
hy "reclamation and the most successful 
me, ting of the campaign eamo to an end.
